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Councils 
challenge 
fire cuts 


GREENWICH has joined six other 
London councils in challenging a 
decision to make cuts to the capital’s 
fire service. 

The Mayor of London announced 
earlier this month that 10 fire stations, 
including Woolwich, would be closed, 
and that London would lose 14 fire 
engines and 552 operational posts. 

Greenwich has joined Camden, 
Hackney, Islington, Southwark, Tower 
Hamlets and Waltham Forest councils 
in writing to the Secretary of State for 
Communities and Local Government 
asking for the Mayor’s decision to be 
overruled. 

In the legal challenge, the councils 
argue that the move ignores the fire risks 
posed by potential terrorist targets and 
tourist attractions, social and student 
housing in the affected boroughs and the 
challenges of fighting fires in high-rise 
buildings. 

As a result, they claim this may create 
public safety risks in many of London’s 
most densely populated boroughs. 

The councils are asking the Secretary 
of State to exercise his power to overturn 
the decision on the grounds that it is 
inconsistent with national fire and 
rescue priorities. 

Cllr Peter Brooks, Deputy Leader of the 
Royal Borough of Greenwich, said, 

“The views of local people have 
provoked widespread concern and anger 
in the local community, and the Royal 
Borough of Greenwich shares the views 
of local people that these cuts will make 
many of our residents less safe.”

WHATEVER was in the much 
anticipated envelope when the GCSE 
results arrived on Thursday, there 
should he plenty of options available 
to the borough’s 16 -year-olds for what 
to do next. 

Some will want to carry on and do 
A-levels either at their current school 
or another school or college. Others will 
prefer to learn new skills and a trade by 
getting an apprenticeship with a local 
business or organisation. 

Greenwich has a broad range of sixth 
forms and colleges, and the council has 
invested heavily in providing more options 
for post-16 students, including several 
specialist skills centre which are opening 
across the borough. 

The brand new Royal Greenwich 
Equestrian Centre is taking students 
who want qualifications in working with 
horses and equine care. It is run by the 
renowned Hadlow College, which has an 
impressive reputation 
and excellent links 
with the industry. 

That means good 
career prospects for 
anyone wanting to work 
with horses. 

The new University 
Technology College 
in Woolwich Road is 
opening in September, 
and will specialise 
in qualifications 

in engineering and 
construction. 

Statistics show that 
young people with two or 
more A-Levels can earn 
around 14 per cent more 
than those without. And 
apprentices will typically 
earn more than £100,000 more 
throughout their lifetime 
than other employees. There 
are different directions that 
young people can decide to go: 

FULL-TIME EDUCATION: 

Schools or colleges are the most 
popular choice. There are 12 centres i 
the borough that will be offering post- 
16 study programmes from September. 
They include most local secondary 
schools, Greenwich Community College, 
Ravensbourne, and the new University 
Technical College. There is the 
opportunity to study for A-levels, BTEC 
(to Level 3) or NVQ, and a wide range of 
courses at Level 2 and foundation level.

It is organised by 
the royal borough and Woolwich Jobcentre 
Plus and is aimed particularly at 16 to 19 
year olds who are not in work or training. 
They will be able to talk to services that 
offer information and advice on training 
and employment, including JobCentre 
Plus Woolwich, Greenwich Local Labour 
and Business (GLLaB), and the Prospects 
careers and guidance service for young 
people. Universities recognise the value 
of an apprenticeship which can lead to a 
foundation degree and beyond. 
PART-TIME EDUCATION OR TRAINING: 
An alternative option is to enrol on part- 
time training alongside starting a job, 
becoming self-employed or volunteering. 
To be of real benefit this should be an 
accredited qualification meaning it will be 
recognised by employers. 

One student who has been accepted by 
the Equestrian Centre for a Level 2 diploma 
course in horse care is Michelle Wray, 
18, from Charlton. She told GT: “I’ve 
been riding since the age of four. I’ve 
grown up around horses and always 
wanted to work with them 
- it’s the big love of my 
life. The course is a 
one-year diploma

and means I can carry on working with 
horses and young people, helping to bring 
them on in their riding skills. 

“The course means I can do something 
I love doing, and means I can get a 
qualification that I can use in the future 
for whatever I decide to do working with 
horses. It means I can do something I want 
to do rather than go to another college to 
get qualifications in something I don’t 
really want to do. I’d definitely encourage 
other people to think about doing the 
same.”

SHIVER me timbers! Greenwich 
has been confirmed as a host 
port for next year’s Sail Training 
International regatta, which 
will see up to 50 spectacular 
sailing vessels moored along the 
riverside. 

It will be the climax of a five-day 
race from Falmouth, around the Isle 
of Wight, then up to the mouth of the 
Thames and on to Greenwich. 

STI gives young people the chance 
to learn new skills and crew vessels, 
and it’s hoped the Falmouth-Royal 
Greenwich Tall Ships Regatta 2014 
will be an opportunity for hundreds 
of local people to take part in a once- 
in-a-lifetime experience. 

The regatta comes to the borough 
September 5 to 9, after the finish of 
the race. There will be a parade by the 
crews, prize-giving for the best and 
youngest sailors, and a free firework 
display. There will also be the chance 
to go aboard the tall ships when they 
are at their moorings. On the last day 
all the ships will leave together for a 
parade of sail downriver. 

It’s set to be the biggest Tall Ships 
event in London since the Tall Ships 
Race in 1989.

and Holland. Suzy said: “We will be going 
into schools from September, and telling 
students that it’s a terrific experience, 
what’s involved, and how great it is to 
take part. I think that it’s good that they 
will be hearing about if from someone 
their own age rather than have an adult 
talking to them.” 

Storm, who has been sailing for seven 
years, said: “I will be telling them that 
taking part could end up as a pathway 
to employment, because it’s such a great 
opportunity to get hands-on experience. 
It’s already been a very good learning 
curve for me, and I hope to make it my 


career and become a first mate on a 
cruise liner. It’s a fabulous, once in a life 
time opportunity.” 

Suzy and Storm got the full experience 
as during the second week of sailing 
the Astrid ran into difficulties off the 
west coast of Ireland. They and other 
crew members had to be taken off by a 
boat from the Royal National Lifeboat 
Institution (RNLI) and later put ashore 
at Kinsale. 

“It was a big adventure,” said Suzy. It 
was quite scary, but everyone was just 
amazing. We were all told to put on 
lifejackets and taken to Kinsale, where 


the local people were really supportive. 
They gave us dry clothes, towels and 
blankets, and families put us up for the 
night.” 

More young people like Suzy and Storm 
are needed to become crew members, 
although they will have to pay towards 
their training and board. No experience 
is necessary. Anyone over 16 can take 
part, and you don’t need to have sailing 
experience. Families and groups of 
friends can also sign up.

THAMES TALL SHIP CRUISE 
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Borough's great buildings throw open their doors 


SOME of the Royal Borough’s most 
spectacular architectural treasures 
will throw open their doors to the 
public for next month’s Open House 
London celebrations. 

The annual weekend of free visits allows 
Londoners to visit some of the capital’s 
most architecturally significant buildings. 
This year’s event takes place on September 
21 and 22, with around 30 sites in the Royal 
Borough set to welcome the public. 

There’s an intriguing mix of old and new 
- with Charlton House, Eltham Lodge 
and the Queen’s House among those 
buildings showcasing the borough’s Royal 
Heritage, while modern architectural 
and engineering achievements will be 
reflected through opportunities to tour 
behind the scenes at the Thames Barrier, 
the Emirates Air Line and Ravensbourne’s 
campus at Greenwich Peninsula. 

Open days and times vary from building to 
building, and many of the venues will be 
running guided tours. 

All visits are free, with most offered on a 
first come basis.

The MRF is recycling for a greener future 


HAVE you ever wondered what happens to 
your recycling after you've put it into your 
blue top bin? 

On collection day, blue-top bins and clear 
sacks are picked up by recycling crews and 
taken to the Material Recycling Facility (MRF) 
inThamesmead. 

Ninety-four tonnes of mixed dry recycling is 
collected from Greenwich residents every day, 
and delivered to the MRF. 

The borough's combined recycling and 
composting rate is 40 per cent, of which a 
quarter is made up of mixed dry recycling. 

The recycling is tipped onto the floor and 
then picked up by a loader shovel and loaded 
into a bag splitter, which tears open all the 
sacks. The material then moves up a conveyor 
belt into a 'trommel screen', which is like a big 
washing machine drum that separates out 
the heavy materials, like glass, from the light 
material, like paper which floats through to 
the end. 

The paper and cardboard continue the 
journey along another conveyor belt to the 
paper cascade separating the paper from the 
cardboard. 

The cans, glass and plastic containers fall 
through the smaller holes in the drum into a 
vibrating sieve separator which simply sieves 
out small particles of glass and other small 
items. 

The containers flow into a "V" screen 
separator. Any paper is moved by paddles 



back up to the paper cascade. Steel cans are 
removed from the containers by an overband 
magnet and aluminium cans are removed 
by an eddy current separator - this is a set 
of spinning magnets that repel the cans and 
allow them to be separated. 

The glass and plastic containers are put 
through a piercer-crusher unit where the 
glass is crushed and plastic bottles are 
pierced and flatted. The glass and plastics 
then go onto a disc screen where the glass 
falls through holes and the plastic continues 
across the holes by being moved on by 
rotating discs. 

The materials have all now been separated 
and are baled, ready to be delivered directly 


from Greenwich to recycling re-processors. 
The majority of the output from the MRF is 
processed in this country. 

Cans are made into other items such as 
planes, cars or more cans. 

Plastics are made into more plastic bottles, 
fleeces or garden furniture. 

Glass is used to make either more glass 
bottles or as aggregate in road surfacing. 
Paper and cardboard is used to make more 
paper and card. 

Contaminants, such as food waste and 
nappies cause real problems in the MRF 
and can potentially ruin a large amount of 
otherwise good quality recycling. That's 
why it's important that only cans, cardboard, 
paper, plastic and glass is put into your 
blue top bin. You can keep it simple by just 
recycling your newspapers and glass bottles. 

- every little helps. And always play it safe - if 
you're not sure whether or not an item can be 
recycled, either check our website for more 
information, or put it in your black top. 

The borough's combined recycling and 
composting rate is 40 per cent, of which a 
quarter is made up of mixed dry recycling.

Get switched 
on to the Big 
London deal 

THERE'S still time to flick the switch that could 
save an average of £1 22 a year on energy bills. 
Almost 1,800 residents in Greenwich have 
already registered for the Big London Energy 
Switch, the energy auction scheme that taps 
into consumer power for a better deal on gas 
and electric bills. 

By encouraging a large number of people 
to sign up as a collective - 26,000 in London 
have so far joined - the group holds greater 
bargaining power to approach energy 
companies to get a better deal on its tariffs. 

If residents have missed previous switch-ons, 
registration is now open for the third round of 
the Big London Energy Switch, with an energy 
auction scheduled for October. 

Potential savings depend on how much 
energy is used and the price of the current 
tariff. 

Anyone who pays a household energy bill 
can take part, including most tenants and 
customers on prepayment meters. All that's 
needed to register is a copy of your most 
recent energy bills. 

However, people who are in debt to an energy 
company may not be allowed to switch. 

Once registration is closed energy companies 
are invited to offer their best prices to all 
registrants. The winning energy company is 
the one that has offered the cheapest tariff. 
Participants will then receive details of exactly 
how much money they could save if they 
accept the energy company's offer, and there 
is no obligation to accept. 

Cllr Harry Singh, cabinet member for Greener 
Greenwich said: "We are committed to helping 
our residents save money, particularly in the 
current economic climate. The Big London 
Energy Switch is one way local people can 
make excellent savings on their energy bills." 
The closing date for registering for the next 
energy auction is October 1 5, 201 3.

THE borough’s students have topped 
the national average for GCSE pass 
rates including English and maths - 
for the third year in a row. 

It means that last year’s record-breaking 
set of figures has once again been 
exceeded. 

Based on provisional results, the 
borough has seen an increase of two 
percentage points in the proportion of 
students gaining passes at grades A* to 
C in five or more subjects including the 
key subjects of English and maths. This 
proportion now stands at just over 65 per 
cent compared with last year’s figure of 
63 per cent - making this a third record 
breaking year in a row. 

And in the core subjects English and 
maths, borough students’ success rate 
in achieving passes at grades A* to C is 
better than the national average for the 
second year in a row. 

In English, 72.7 per cent of students 
taking GCSE achieved A* - C compared 
with 63.7 per cent for England as a 
whole - an increase of three per cent on 
the previous year’s results. In maths, 
the figure for Greenwich is 77.7 per cent 
compared with 57.7 per cent for England, 
an increase of 4.8 per cent on before. 

This year’s results reflect consistent 
improvements in Greenwich’s levels 
of achievement at GCSE over the past 
few years. Since 2007, the percentage of 
students achieving five or more GCSEs 
at grades A* to C including English and 
maths has risen by over 30 percentage 
points, one of the biggest improvements 
nationally. 

Students were jumping for joy at 
Plumstead Manor School as they tore 
open their GCSE results last Thursday. 
It was another record year for the school, 
with 85 per cent of the girls achieving 
five or more grades at A* to C. Sixteen 
per cent of all grades were at A*/ A which 
means 111 students achieved at least one 
A* I A. Overall 56 per cent gained five or 
more passes at A*- C including English 
and maths. 

They included Ayomide Olubummo 
with 13 A*s and As, Emily Butler with 12 
A*s and As, and Mandeep Chaggar with 
10 A*s and As. 

Eltham Hill School said it had been 
another outstanding year for GCSEs, with 
72 per cent of students getting five or more 
A* to C grades, and 90 per cent getting five 
or more A* to C grades. More than 21 per 
cent, got A* or A grades. It means a 15 per 
cent increase in five or more A* to Cs. 

They included Samira Aoumeur with 10 
A*s and As and three Bs. She said: “I’m so 
happy. I’ve worked hard for my results and 
I’m pleased with the outcome.” Tracy Ha 
achieved 11 A*s and As and a B, Deborah 
Fatunla got 11 A*s and As, and Blanche 
Kadjo gainedlO A*s or As and two Bs. 
Blanche said: “I’m so pleased with my 
results, working hard and doing revision 
has paid off.” 

Woolwich Polytechnic School at 
Thamesmead saw 99 per cent of students 
gain five or more A* to C grades, fifteen 
per cent gained five or more A* and A 
grades - more than ever before. 

High-level achievers included Mark 
Dinh with 11 A*s and one A, Abhyas Giri 
withlO A*s and two As, Pukar Dahal with 
eight A*s, three As and a B, Christian 
Aniekwena with six A*s, five As and a B, 
and Ron Gonzales with seven A*s, three 
As, a Band a C. 

High-flyers at the John Roan school on 
Maze Hill were Nimesh Subedi with eight 
A*s and five As, Ella Statham with six A*s 
and six As, Christina Ashworth with six 
A* and three As, Kiran Kandel with five 
A*s and seven As, Nina Law with five A*s 
and five As, Uswa Ahmed with four A*s 
and seven As, and Eleanor Rawnsley with 
three A*s and seven As. 

It was another good year for Crown 


Woods College in Eltham, where 92 per 
cent of pupils secured five A*-C grades 
and 58 per cent including English and 
Maths. Top performers include Ken Diep 
who achieved A* in maths, further maths, 
biology, chemistry, physics and A grades 
in English, history, Spanish, business, 
citizenship and RE. Lucrece Wasolua 
achieved A* grades in maths, further 
maths, French, biology, chemistry, physics, 
A grades in geography, English literature, 
Spanish, sociology, citizenship and RE. 
Jessica Adebisi, 15, from Plumstead, took 
14 GCSEs a year early and passed them all, 
including four A*s. 

Two students at St Ursula’s Convent 
School on Crooms Hill gained straight 
A*s across all their subjects. They were 


Eberechukwu Nweze with 15 A*s and 
Weronika Raszewska-Maksym with 13 A*s. 

The school scored 85.4 per cent in the 
number of students achieving five or 
more A*to C grades including English and 
maths, and 97 per cent in five or more A to 
C grades. Other top performers included 
Shezara Francis with 12 A*and As, and Yen 
Le, Anna Coughlan, Darlene Bio, Joanna 
Alstott, Noelle Donkor and Tanya Della 
Camera with 11 A*s and As. 

The Harris Academy had an 82 per cent 
pass rate of five A* to C. Charlotte Akers, 
16, from Blackheath, gained five As, four Bs 
and a distinction star. 

Keval Chavda, 16, from Woolwich, gained 
five A*s, five As and a B. He said: “I’m really 
pleased with my results because the exams 


have now got harder. I haven’t had much time 
for myself in the last year, and not going out 
much, but working after classes and most 
weekends as well.” Alice Moore, 15, got four 
As and an A*. “I wasn’t expecting this, and 
I just want to cry!” she said. “But I did work 
very hard and I didn’t watch much TV.” 

Lord Harris, chairman of the Harris 
Academy Foundation, was on hand to 
share in the students’ successes. He said: 
“This school has done amazingly in just 
two years. It’s all down to the staff and the 
principal motivating the students.” 

It was the fourth year running that 
Blackheath Bluecoat Church of England 
School has celebrated record results. 
Seventy per cent of pupils achieved five 
good GCSEs including English and Maths 
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- up by 11 per cent on last year. 

Star pupils include Brefo Gyasi, who 
achieved 14 A*-C grades, including seven 
A*/As, Diekonifeoluwa Falade with 13 
A* to Cs, including six A*/ As, Olateju 
Gbadamosi with 13 A*-Cs including 
seven A*/As, Raul Bajimaya with 13 A* 
to Cs, including five A* I As, and Sivaginy 
Sivakumaran with 13 A* to Cs including 
four A*/A grades. 

There was a bumper crop of results at 
Corelli College Co-operative Academy at 
Kidbrooke, with a seven per cent increase 
in students gaining five or more GCSEs 
at A* to C grades including English and 
maths. There were also more students 
getting A* and A grades across a range of 
subjects including maths, English, drama, 


Media, sociology and IT. 

Robert Mackay got an A*, two As and six 
Bs. Elizabeth Clements, got an A*, seven As 
and two Bs. Other high achievers included 
Dovydas Baublys with four A*s, three As, 
two Bs and a C, Percy Jacks with an A*, five 
As and three Bs, Simon Mussika an A*, 
six As, a B and a C, Carmen San with two 
A*s, seven As, three Bs and a C, and Alice 
Lavery with six As and three Bs. 

IT was another year of excellent results 
for students at Thomas Tallis School at 
Kidbrooke, with 65 per cent getting five 
or more A* to C grades including English 
and maths. Ninety-five per cent achieved 
five or more A* to C grades, and 21 per 
cent of students achieved the English 
Baccalaureate. 


Individual stars included Rhianna McGill 
with 12 A* and A grades, Elias Bhebe and 
Tommy Shields with 11 A* and A grades. 
Joe Butt, Lakhandeep Dhanda, Kristy 
Hamilton, Joe Powell, Rayhan Rahman 
and Sam Spence each got 10 A*s or As. 

Targets were exceeded in many subjects 
in the GCSE results for St Paul’s Academy 
at Abbey Wood. Maths students achieved 
an 82 per cent at A* to C, with 28 per cent of 
them achieving A*s and As. 

PE also produced outstanding results, 
with a 100 per cent success rate of grades 
between A*and C. Religious studies and 
music results also exceeded targets, 
and many subjects were better than the 
national average. High achievers included 
Anna Donald, with 12 A*s and five As, 


Oluladan Adeagbo with eight A*s and 
three As, and Daniel Jones, with nine A*s 
and four As. 

At St Thomas More School in Footscray 
Road, Rachel Holmes gained eight A*s and 
five As, and Isabel Wools achieved four 
A*s and five As. Danielle Okonkwo got six 
A*s and six As and a B, Mary Desbruslais 
gained three A*s, three As three Bs and two 
Cs, and Lauren Taylor achieved fivde A*s, 
four As and two Bs. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the council’s cabinet 
member for children and young people, 
said: “Congratulations to all our GCSE 
students. They should feel justifiably proud 
of such good results, which reflect both 
their own efforts, and the support they get 
from our schools.”

Bill of rights, 
wrongs..and 
his star turn 

BILL Gilby can be proud of the part he played 
in helping to create Robert Rae's BAFTA- 
nominated film The Happy Lands, but he 
never expected to be in it. 

"I visited the set at one stage to see how it 
was going when the producer ran in and said: 
'We need a priest!'," said Bill, a Scot who now 
lives in Eltham. "I was there with my wife, my 
dad and my son. The two other men were 
both the wrong age, so it had to be me. It 
was only a little role, about 30 seconds but it 
means a lot to me to be in the film." 

The Happy Lands - to be shown by Theatre 
Workshop Scotland (TWS) at the Woolwich 
Grand theatre on Friday, September 20 
- is about working class heroes from the 
1926 General Strike and is set in Fife, where 
59-year-old Bill is from. 

"As a post-graduate in the 1970s I studied 
the history of the Fife mining communities in 
the Twenties and Thirties. 

"Everything that I learned stayed in the 
back of my mind. Then, four years ago, my 
dad sent me a newspaper cutting to say that 
a company called Theatre Workshop Scotland 
was making a film about the General Strike in 
Fife." 

Bill, who first lived in Abbey Wood when he 
moved to the borough in 1985, got in touch 
with them and was able to provide invaluable 
guidance on where to go and who to speak to. 

"They then got on with it," said Bill. "It's 
a professionally made film that cost to the 
tune of £1 million, but the actors are all local 
people. They also constructed the set and the 
scenery, and they were actively involved in 
the script through a number of workshops 
held by TWS. 

"As well as being a very good film, The Happy 
Lands is about people learning about their 
own history and making sure it's preserved. 
Too often history is about the victors and not 
about the ordinary people involved." 

Bill is helping to promote the film after its 
premiere in Dunfermline last year. It's had one 
"roadshow" in mining areas and now it's on its 
second one from "Caledonia to the Commons", 
taking in Woolwich and culminating with a 
screening in the House at the end of October. 

"I don't envisage a career in the film 
industry," joked Bill, "but I do think there's a 
fantastic film to be made about the history of 
the Co-operative movement that started in 
this borough." 

The Happy Lands is presented by the local 
branch of Unite at the Woolwich Grand, 
Wellington Street, on Friday, September 20, 
at 7pm. Tickets £5 and £2

The really great poems were the 
ones that came from the heart, from 
people who really wanted to talk about 
Eltham and what it means to them.” 

They were written over a broad 
range of subjects, including about the 
historical aspects, the present-day, and 
on Eltham’s nature and wildlife. 

“Some people spoke about their 
childhood in Eltham, some from 
people who might live outside Eltham 
but travel in regularly. We had all sorts 
of people writing about what it means 
to them,” Gaynor said. “People are 
very proud of Eltham.” 

The book is released on October 7 
at the Eltham Centre, with a launch 
party at the Archery Road venue from 
7pm. 

Scott Landers scooped the top prize 
in the competition, for an evocative 
narrative, entitled, T used to go to 
Eltham’. His entry heads the book. 

The competition receieved more than 
150 wordy composition. 

“I thought it would be good to have 
a project that brings the people of 
Eltham together, and get everyone 
involved in,” the 64-year old social 
work consultant said. “I must admit 
there was some skepticism early on 
about whether Eltham in Verse would 
work, but it was a great success.” 

Gaynor, who’s lived on Greenholm 
Road for 28 years, also organised 
workshops, and visited schools to get 
youngsters involved. 

“I had people from ages five to 94 at 
my workshops,” she said. “The local 
police were fantastically supportive.

Not only did they come to workshops, 
but they distributed leaflets and even 
submitted poems. 

“They donated a prize for the school 
which submitted the most poems - 
Middle Park - and took them to see the 
police horses. The children loved that.” 

A professor from the University 
of Greenwich, Andrew Lambirth 
volunteered to set up the judging panel. 

Prizes of book tokens and donations 
from local firms were given at a 
ceremony at the Eltham Centre in April. 

It’s not the first time Gaynor’s been 
published. She writes for industry 
magazine Community Care and is a 
keen local historian who brought out 


A Hundred Years of a London Street a 
decade ago, which was on the subject of 
the road she lives on. 

“I’m the sixth generation of my family 
to be born in Eltham,” she said. “The 
family first came to Greenwich because 
my great grandfather came to work in 
the munitions factories on the Woolwich 
Arsenal. Greenholm Road was 100 years 
old at the turn of the millennium. 

“When my family came to Eltham they 
were one of the first residents on the 
Progress Estate. That’s how my family 
came to the borough. During the war my 
father went to Wales and met my mother 
- and brought her back.” 

Famous sons of Eltham include Bob 


Hope, Frankie Howerd and Jude Law. 
The book also includes photographs 
taken in the local area. All proceeds from 
the compilation, (self-financed and with 
a little help from a generous neighbour) 
go to charity. 

“What does Eltham mean to me? It’s my 
home, I’ve always lived here and it’s got 
a very good, stable community. I travel a 
lot, but I can’t imagine living anywhere 
else,” Gaynor said.

Luther King 
still inspires 
50 years on 

MARTIN Luther King's legacy is celebrated 
through music later this week in Woolwich. 

Tomorrow (August 28) marks 50 years to the 
day since Luther King Jnr's "I have a dream" 
speech in Washington DC, and to honour the 
civil rights icon, young people are putting on 
a performance at the Woolwich Centre library 
this Friday, August 30. 

The Bluesoundscape youth group present 
music, spoken word, poetry and song from 
6pm to 8pm, exploring the impact the speech 
has on young people in Britain today. 

The group are on a nationwide 'Dream Series' 
tour, taking in 1 2 dates at venues in the South 
East, East Midlands and North West through 
August. 

Each project gives young people not in 
education, employment or training (NEET) 
the opportunity to create their own music, art 
and poetry and gain an accredited Bronze Arts 
Award qualification. 

Curating the Woolwich leg of the journey is 
jazz musician, Trevor Watkis. 

He told GT: "We have been working with 
music from the period, and from music by 
artists who were influenced by the period.

Currently the rent level for the properties you 
see advertised in Greenwich Homes is significantly 
lower than full market rents in private sector 
housing.
